ABOUT CASTENHOLZ AND SONS 


To most of you our name will be a new one. The firm of 
Castenholz and Sons has been formed because we believe there 
is a genuine turn toward more serious interest in numismatics.

GENERAL DISCUSSION 
1792 


A small series of pattern coins were made in the year 1792. 
They were struck in preparation for the regular coinage and are 
quite interesting for their variety. Most of them were made 
before the first mint building was completed. 





Of the cent, patterns were struck in copper and on planchets 
consisting of pierced blanks of copper, each with a silver plug in 
its center. The design greatly resembles the wreath and berries 
cent of 1793. The size was about the diameter of the half cent, 
and was to contain 4 cent’s worth of copper and 34 cent’s worth 
of silver. A later pattern, of which two sets of dies occur, is much 
larger, but of copper only. On one of the reverse dies of the Birch 
cent, as they are known by their engraver Robert Birch, appear 
the letters G.W.Pt., for George Washington, President. 
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The pattern half dimes and dimes are very interesting, par- 
ticularly the smaller coin. It is said that Washington personally 
donated the silver for these pieces, at least 1500 of which were 
struck. The bust is believed to be that of Martha Washington. 
The value is given as HALF DISME, but it is reasonably certain 
that in pronouncing disme, the s was silent. 





The largest value to be struck as a pattern was what is now 
presumed to be a quarter dollar. It bears a bust of Liberty on 
the observe, and an eagle on globe on the reverse. The most finely 
executed of all the patterns, it is credited to the engraver Joseph 
Wright, who we will hear more about shortly. 


1793 

The Chain Cent was the first coin to be regularly issued by 
the United States Mint in Philadelphia. It stands alone because 
as an issue it was begun and completed before any other United 
States coins were struck. Designed by Henry Voigt and coined 
in the early months of 1793, it was much criticized as a very 
crude piece of work. As with most of the early coinage of our 
first mint, numerous varieties occur, such as some pieces bearing 
AMERICA abbreviated to AMERI. 
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By April of 1793 the Chain cent was discontinued in favor 
of a much improved design by Adam Eckfeldt. The chain was 
eliminated from the reverse (not a very appropriate symbol for 
a nation recently founded on liberty) and the head of Liberty 
was more pleasing. 





As part of this issue half cents were struck for the first time. 
Although the portrait of Liberty on the half cent is turned to the 
left and carries the cap of Liberty on a pole across her shoulder, 
most of the characteristics of its design are similar to the cent. 
Eckfeldt is also given credit for this coin. The reverse of the 
half cent is an accurate copy of the cent. 





A further major improvement in the cent was made in the 
latter part of 1793. Joseph Wright, an engraver of considerable 
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talent and skill, designed the Liberty Cap Cent. A lovely portrait 
of Liberty with the cap of Liberty on a pole over her shoulder 
made this a most pleasing coin. The reverse was only somewhat 
modified by the elimination of the strings of berries from the 
wreath, and by the addition of a more delicate ribbon which tied 
the laurel wreaths together. No corresponding changes occurred 
on the half cent, probably as Wright died a few weeks after 
beginning his employment with the mint. His cent was first 
struck in mid-September. 

Thus, only copper was coined in the mint’s first regular year 
of operation. The reason is somewhat obvious: it was the dirge of 
copper coin of almost unlimited variety in circulation which was 
to be replaced as quickly as possible by the new coinage. 

Over 110,000 cents and 35,000 half cents were struck the first 
year. Considering the population and geographical limits of the 
United States in the year 1793, the coinage went far toward uni- 
fying the copper currency then in circulation. 


1794 





1794 brought further expansion of the mint’s activities. The 
half cent was brought in line with the cent, both of which are 
close copies of Wright’s work, but engraved by Robert Scot. With 
these changes the copper coinage settled down to a fixed type, 
even though another engraver, John S. Gardner, cut the dies 
from 1795 for the cent and from 1796 for the half cent. 

This year introduced the first silver coins of the United 
States, the half dime, half dollar and dollar. The mintages were 
small but greatly increased in the next year. The silver coins 
are all of the same type, bust of Liberty facing left with flowing 
hair, the reverse bearing a slim eagle, wings outstretched, in a 
wreath. Robert Scot prepared the designs, which clearly show 
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his limitations as an engraver. The obverse types of the silver are 
very similar to the copper, except for the cap which only occurs 
on the copper. 
1795 

The types for the copper cent and half cent, and the silver 
half dime, half dollar and dollar of 1794 continued on into 1795. 
However, a major redesign was initiated which, over a period of 
several years, would effect the entire coinage. Engraved by 
Robert Scot after the designs of Gilbert Stuart (famous for his 
portraits of many early Americans including George Washing- 
ton), the type became known as the draped bust or fillet head. 
The design is of fine style, well proportioned and very well exe- 
cuted. It first appeared on the dollar in October of 1795. Al- 
though it was Scot who produced the dies for this coin and those 
of this type to follow, it was Jack Eckstein who apparently 
modeled the Gilbert portrait which was in turn engraved by Scot. 
The reverse which first appeared with the new draped bust was 
a modified version of the reverse type on the initial silver issues. 
The eagle is more finely executed, as is the wreath, and the entire 
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design is more balanced. Probably it was Eckstein who originated 
this type. 





It was not Gilbert’s portrait but Scot’s own which appeared 
on the nation’s first gold coins. Half eagles (five dollars) and 
eagles were coined in 1795. The type bearing a draped bust of 
Liberty, and wearing the cap of Liberty, was not especially pleas- 
ing. The reverse bore an eagle, perched on a branch and holding 
a laurel wreath in its beak. 

1796 

Gilbert’s draped bust was adopted for the cent after a sub- 

stantial quantity of the Liberty cap type were struck. The half 
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cent did not undergo the change in this year. In fact, 1797 half 
cents are all of the Liberty cap type. And, as none were coined 


in 1798 and 1799, the draped bust design was not used on the 
half cent until 1800. 
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All of the silver coinage of 1796 bore the new draped bust of 
Liberty. In addition to the half dime, half dollar, and dollar, the 
dime and quarter dollar appeared in the United States coinage 
for the first time. All of the denominations in silver were consis- 
tent: Gilbert’s draped bust of Liberty on the obverse, Eckstein’s 
eagle on the reverse, surrounded by a wreath. Except for the half 
dollar, which carried the value ‘14’, the silver coins had no indica- 
tion of the value in the design. 





The gold half eagle and eagle continued unchanged from the 
previous year. However, a quarter eagle ($2.50) was struck for 
the first time, also in the same obverse type of Scot’s. The reverse 
of the new quarter eagle introduced a heraldic eagle design, also 
by Scot. Actually, the eagle is supporting a shield which, accord- 
ing to the rules of heraldry, is composed of a blue upper band, 
with alternating red and white vertical stripes. Stars and a row 
of clouds are positioned above the eagle, which clutches in one 
claw a bunch of arrows, in the other an olive branch. The motto: 
E Pluribus Unum appears on a ribbon in the eagle’s beak. 

The first quarter eagles of 1796 had no stars on the obverse, 
but this omission was corrected and brought in line with the 
other gold coins after less than a thousand pieces were struck. 
However, only 432 pieces were coined after the stars were added. 

There was, then, coinage of all denomination, two in copper, 
five in silver, and three in gold, in the year 1796. The next time 
that all of these denominations were regularly struck was in 
1849. Incidentally, in that year the gold dollar was introduced, 
which increased the number of different coins to eleven. 


1797 
The year of 1797 saw little change in the coinage. The half 
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cent remained as the Liberty cap type, the cent continued as the 
draped bust. In the silver, the half dime and dime retained the 
draped bust and small eagle on the reverse. No further coinage 
of quarter dollars was made until 1804. Thus only 6,146 pieces 
were struck in the first eleven years of the mint’s regular oper- 
ation. The half and one dollar, as the dime and its half, retained 
the draped bust and small eagle on the reverse. 





The three gold denominations continued unchanged at first. 
The quarter eagle with the heraldic eagle on the reverse, the half 
and one eagle maintaining the smaller eagle. The two larger gold 
values were then changed sometime during 1797 in order to 
adopt the heraldic eagle reverse. Both values are known with 
both types. 

There is one area of confusion in the gold series: the half 
eagle. It is known with a large heraldic reverse for the year 1795, 
as well as the expected small eagle. The small eagle reverse con- 
tinues through all of the 1796 pieces and on into 1797 when, 
presumably, the change was made. But again in 1798, after the 
adoption of the large eagle, the small eagle reverse pops up again, 
however on only 5 existing specimens. The solution appears to 
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be that the 1795 large eagle coins were struck in 1797, from an 
old die. And another old die, of the early reverse, was accidentally 
used in 1798. 


1798 








No half cents, half dimes, quarter or half dollars were struck 
in this year. The dime adopted the heraldic eagle reverse imme- 
diately upon the use of the date 1798. The dollar made the same 
change to the large eagle, but only after coinage had begun, 
creating both types dated 1798. 

No changes to the gold occurred, except for the above men- 
tioned half eagle which accidentally used a small eagle die for 
a few specimens. 


1799-1806 





108 An Introduction to the Study of United States Coins 





The adoption of the draped bust to all of the copper and 
silver coinage was completed with the half cent of 1800 and 
quarter dollar of 1804. Likewise, the slow transition of small 
eagle to heraldic eagle on the silver and gold was completed with 
the striking of the half dime of 1800 (after an absence since 
1797), the quarter dollar of 1804 (after a lapse in minting since 
1796), the half dollar of 1801 (after a period of no coinage 
since 1797). 

Although the absence of certain denominations in certain 
years was somewhat irregular, the year 1797 lacked only the 
quarter dollar, the year 1802 was nearly a complete coinage year, 
lacking only the quarter dollar and eagle. Conversely, in the year 
1799 only cents (and very few of them!), dollars, and gold half 
and one eagle pieces were struck. 

1807-1809 

John Reich, a German engraver of outstanding skill, was 
employed by the mint in 1807, after about three years of effort 
to secure a position for him there. He went to work immediately 
and within a short time had prepared dies for the half dollar and 
half eagle. This design was basically a draped bust of Liberty 
facing to the left, and wearing a cap. The word LIBERTY is 
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found on the band of the cap. There is a minor difference between 
the bust found on the silver and that on the gold. On the silver 
the top of Liberty’s cap folds forward, on the gold it folds toward 
the back. The half dollar and half eagle were struck in 1807, in 
both cases the design change did not occur until coinage of those 
denominations had been underway with the earlier fillet head. 
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The following year, 1808, the cent and quarter eagle were 
changed to Reich’s designs. In this case, the change came at the 
beginning of the coining year. The quarter eagle was precisely 
a copy of the half eagle design. The cent, however, though some- 
what similar to the other designs by Reich, was undraped and 
wore no cap. A band placed almost precisely in the position as 
the band on the capped designs bears the word LIBERTY. 





By 1809, the remaining pieces of the early designs were 
brought in line with the other coins. Only the half cent and dime 
were changed because the half dime, quarter dollar, dollar, and 
eagle were not being coined at this time. The quarter eagle also 
was discontinued this year but Reich’s design had been adopted 
in 1808. Thus the 1808 quarter eagle is one of those type coins 
which exist for one year only. 

Reich had modified the design for the silver coinage just 
slightly after introducing the half dollar in 1807. This modifica- 
tion appeared on the new dime, as well as on the half dollar 
before any 1809 dated coins were struck. 


1810-1816 





It was Robert Scot who again became the dominant influence 
in the design of the coinage after Reich’s types of 1807-1810. 
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In 1813 he redesigned the half eagle, placing a somewhat larger 
head on the coin, with no drapery. The reverse remained essen- 
tially unchanged. 





In 1815 the cent was not coined, the only year from the first 
regular mint operations to the present day in which this occurred. 
This year also saw the reintroduction of the quarter dollar. Its 
design was that of Reich’s other silver types. 





When the cent coinage was resumed, it was with a new type 
by Robert Scot. Often referred to as the coronet type, because 
that device is placed on the head of Liberty, it set a pattern of 
much of the coinage for nearly 100 years. It last occurred as a 
design on the gold half eagle of 1908!
